Without the words, "be H enact- 
ed by the legislature of the state 
of Texas," the bill is Ineffective. 


"Cruel Way to Kill." 


Sadler termed the amendment a 


"cruel way to kill a btU."

Semi-Secret Session 
Of Ministers Qains 
No Austrian Accord

an official spokesman said it was 
probable, but he declined to elab- 
orate. 


No Agreement Seen. 
It was apparent, however, that 


the meeting had failed to reach any 
definite agreement on major Is- 
sues. 


A high official source said there 


still wafe a faint chance some agree- 
ment might be made on the Aus- 
trian treaty. 


It was the second semi - secret 


sessoin of this conference. 


The action was taken on sugges- 


tion by Secretary of State Marshall. 
It followed a declaration by Rus- 
sia's V. M. Molotov renewing his 
opposition to including in the Aus- 
trian treaty a clause guaranteeing 
Austria's integrity. 


Advsers Ordered Out. 


When it became apparent the 


Soviets still were unyielding on 
even semi-important issues, Mar- 
shall said he saw no use in repeat- 
ing discussions already made and 
suggested proceeding as a semi- 
secret committee. All advisers were 
ordered out of the meeting room 
except three to each minister. 


Remaining with Marshall were 


Interpreter Charles Bohlen, Ambas- 
sador W. B. Smith and Gen. Mark 
W. Clark. 


Previous to this a few agree- 


ments had been reached on minor 
points in the Austrian treaty and 
Britain's Ernest Bevin had said 
with a laugh, "It looks as though 
we could get a treaty If we could 
agree on Articles Pour and Five 
and Thirty-Five."

WASHINGTON, April 21.- 


Tho AFL. executive council today 
invited the CIO peace committee 
to confer here Thursday on mer- 
ger of the two big labor organiza- 
tions.

Six days after a series of explosions 
killed nn estimated 575 persons 
and levelled much of this indus- 
trial Gulf Coast city, one fire con- 
tinued to burn stubbornly. 


But weary Texas City officials 


said 
thankfully that all danger 


was over, and turned to plans for 
rehabilitation. 


More bodlca of victims still are 


being found. 
Seven were recover- 


ed yesterday from the Galvcflton- 
Freeport ship channel, miles from 
the blast scene. 


Mass Funerals Planned. 


Final plans for mass funerals of 


the unidentified dead will be made 
at a conference later today. 


Persons injured In the explosions 


were warned to consult doctors for 
a private checkup to guard against 
the .possibility of lockjaw.

warning was issued by Dr. Harold 
Wood, St. Louis, dej^ity medical 
director of the Midwest area for 
the Red Cross.

Evidence of changes in corpora- 
tion court procedure is seen In aii 
ordinance which has been drafted 
for submission to the city commis- 
sion, providing it gets the approv- 
al of tho ordinance committee. 
The ordinance would repeal one 


of April 7, 1925, which abolished 
costs and fees in corporation court 
tees. 
J. E. Davant, Jr., new police 
and fire commissioner, said the or- 
dinance would be submitted. 
Under present draft it wouid 
reinstate the fees and costs as au- 
thorized by tho state's code 
of 
criminal 
procedure, 
assessing 
them against the defendant on 
pleas of guilty, or on being found 
guilty by a jury, if any. 
The city recorder Is given

right to remit the costs

deems it advisable. 
Since 3925 corporation court has 
been conducted on a flat flna 
basis, and as a result there have 
been few trials. If a defendant 
indicated a desire to fight a case 
nnd It was covered by state laws, 
the case, as a general rule, was 
hurried to the courthouse.

red spider, a tiny redd'sh mite just 
larger thsn a chlgger, according to

home demonstration agent. 


Entomologists of the Texas A. 


A M. College Extension Service 
•ay that the red spider puts pale 
yellowish or reddish brown spots 
on plant leaves, which result? in 
an unhealthy condition. 
The 
entomologists advise that 


the 
spider 
can bo controlled by 


dusting the plants thoroughly with 
finely-ground dusting sulphur, ap- 
plied when the mites arc first no- 
ticed. Usually, two dustings, seven 
days apart, are sufficient. 


When the tips of flower leaves 


wither, curl up and die, and buds 
fall to open normally, it's a good 
bet that the trouble IP being caus- 
ed by thrips, which are small slen- 
der-bodied Insects which feed 
on 
many 
varieties 
of. flowers, sthe 


Agent declared. 


Thrips vary in color from yellow- 


ish to dark brown and often 
al- 


most black, and are less than one- 
tenth of an inch in length. 


Control measures consist of dust- 


Ing with a five percent DDT dust. 
It is also wise, says the entomolo- 
gists, to keep old buds or blossoms 
removed 
from 
plants, 
to keep 
thrips from developing.
